GCS Statement 


“ . . . GCS’ relationship with the 
Potomac Cooperative Federation 
has been a problem for a long time. 
PCF is an organization of area co- 
operativea Its larger members are 
Group Health, Rochdale Coopera¬ 
tives and GCS. PCF has main¬ 
tained an office to attempt to do 
certain types of cooperative pro¬ 
motional work in the area. There 
has been, however, a question as 
to the effectiveness of its program 
and how it should be set up. 

This is not a new problem, but 
has been in existence for some 
time. Concern about the Federa¬ 
tion was so great last year that 
the PCF Board retained Mr. Rich¬ 
ard Carlson, Management Consult¬ 
ant for the Cooperative League of 
the U.S., to review the Federation 
set up. His findings were to the 
effect that the Federation lacked 
a consistent statement of objectives 
and a unified progrsLm. He also 
pointed out that if the principal 
members did not reach agreement 
on the PCF’s objectives and budget, 
there was little point of continu¬ 
ing the Federation. 

As a result of Mr. Carlson’s re¬ 
port, a committee was appointed 
of PCF members to recommend a 
solution to the problem. Group 
Health was represented by Mr. At¬ 
kins; Nationwide Insurance by Mr. 
Mellon; Rochdale Cooperatives by 
Mr. Edwards; and GCS by Mr. 
Bierwagen. Mr. Bonham as serv¬ 
ed as Mr. Bierwagen’s alternate. 
The committee has devoted a great 
deal of time to the problem but has 
not yet come up with a solution 
acceptable to everyone. 

The concern of many of GCS’ 
Board members stems from the 
questions of: 

1. Whether GCS is getting a rea¬ 
sonable return from its annual 
contribution to the Federation’s 
budget; and 

2. Wlhether GCS has fair repre¬ 
sentation on the Federation’s 
Board. 

Perhaps a bit of background will 
help clarify why those questions 
persist in the minds of some of 
your Board' members. GCS’s an¬ 
nual contribution to PCF is 1/lOth 
of 1% of its s8des ... or approxi¬ 
mately $9,000 a year. This amounts 
to about $1.30 a year for each GCS 
member. By contrast. Group 
Health . . . contributing on the 
same basis . . . gives only about 15c 
a member each year. GCS’ con¬ 
tribution is intended to pay its 
share of the cost for PCF’s public 
relations and promotional work. 
While your Directors realize that it 
is extremely difficult to guage the 
effectiveness of such public rela¬ 
tions and promotional efforts, there 
is doubt in some of their minds 
that GCS is getting a reasonable 
return frorn its annual contribu¬ 
tion to PCF.

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GCS Drops PCF; The Story 

Oreenbelt Consumer Services is changing its status in the 
Potomac Cooperative Federation, it was announced this week. In 
the public interest we are reprinting the article from the GCS 
Newsletter explaining their position, and have asked Oliver E. 
Stone, PCF president, to give his point of xnew on the subject. 


Another cause for concern on the 
part of some of your Directors has 
been the representation of area 
facet of this problem stems from 
a difference of opinion among the 
PCF members as to -whether man¬ 
agement of the Federation’s mem¬ 
ber-societies should be represented 
on the PCF Board. 

Some of the PCF members feel 
that such management should not 
have a voice in the Federation’s 
promotional and educational work. 
Others, including your Directors, 
societies on the PCF Board. One 
are of the opinion that such pro¬ 
motional and educational efforts 
are a function of management . . . 
and that management should, 
therefore, be represented on the 
PCF Board. 

But that is not all. Many of your 
Board members also feel that there 
is little relationship between either 

(1) the total area membership of 
PCF, and that membership’s rep¬ 
resentation on the PCF Board; and 

(2) the funds contributed to PCF 
by the area societies and their rep¬ 
resentation on the PCF Board. 
And, in support of their concern 
they point out that the controlling 
majority of the PCF Directors rep- 
rtsent societies which contribute 
less than $1,000 out of a total budg¬ 
et of $27,000; and, that the societies 
th<Me Directors represent account 
for only 20% of the total area co¬ 
operative membership. 

Your Board, and the Boards of 
the other cooperatives represented 
on the above-mentioned committee, 
are anxious to settle the PCF prob¬ 
lem. As a matter of fact, on No¬ 
vember 23rd your Board unani¬ 
mously approved another proposal 
in that direction ... a compromise 
it hoped would meet with every¬ 
one’s approval. GCS based its com¬ 
promise proposal on the premise 
that representation on the PCF 
Board be based essentially on the 
number of members in each a rea 
society. 

BULLETIN 

On December 7th the Federa¬ 
tion Committee rejected GCS’ 
compromise proposal. As a re¬ 
sult, on December 9th your 
Board voted to request the PCF 
Board to change GCS’ status in 
PCF to that of a Sponsoring 
Member, paying fees on the bas¬ 
is of services rendered . . . rath¬ 
er than continuing as a Regular 
Member, with dues based on 
sales. • 
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PCF Statement 

The Potomac Cooperative Fed¬ 
eration on December 16 received a 
letter from Greenbelt Consumer 
Services stating that the GCS board 
had voted that GCS withdraw its 
membership from the Federation. 

The Federation board believes 
that the unity of cooperatives in 
the Potomac area is important. 
Therefore we regard this proposed 
GCS action as an unfortunate and 
backward step. We are encour¬ 
aged to hear that both the GCS su¬ 
pervisory committee and the GCS 
Congress have expressed a similar 
view, and we hope that as a result 
the GCS board will reconsider its 
action. 

The fact that the action appears 
to have been based on a misunder¬ 
standing concerning the dues 
which GCS has paid to the Federa¬ 
tion gives us further reason to hope 
for reconsideration. The GCS 
board questioned whether GCS was 
getting a reasonable return from 
its annual payments, which the 
GCS Newsletter refers to as $9,000 
per year. Actually GCS has never 
paid more than about $5,000 per 
year. In his report on the Federa¬ 
tion, cited in the GCS Newsletter,

Half-Million $ Improvement Expected 

Formal purchase of the Woodland Hills tract of land was com¬ 
pleted Friday, December 22, in the oflice of Krooth & Altman, 
Washington attorneys, just nine days before the purchase dead¬ 
line date of December 31, it was announced last Friday by Anthony 
Madden, president of the group. Completion of the sale climaxed 
nine months of organizing and recruiting work by members of the 
non-profit cooperative home building group. Members are par¬ 
ticularly proud of the fact that not one cent of the members’ money 
was spent during the entire nine month period—all labor was vol¬ 
untary and the little costs involved I

Present at the closing were a bat¬ 
tery of interested parties—Govern¬ 
ment representatives from PHA, 
title company representatives, 
lawyers, stenographers, and in ad¬ 
dition, Wallace Campbell, Execu¬ 
tive Secretary of the Cooperative 
League of the USA, James Cassels, 
Foundation for Cooperative Hous¬ 
ing ■ representative, and Joseph 
Kanter, seller of the property. 
Martin Haker, Treasurer of the 
Woodland Hills group, handed over 
certified checks in payment for the 
land as Charles McDonald and An¬ 
thony Madden signed papers for 
the formal purchase of the tract. 

Acquisition of the land, it is esti¬ 
mated, will bring more than a half 
million dollars in improvements 
and home construction to Green¬ 
belt during 1956, and will be a sub¬ 
stantial contributing factor to¬ 
wards reduced taxes in the future. 
The few choice openings left in 
Woodland Hills are being reserv¬ 
ed for veterans only on the pack¬ 
age deal (lot - impro\'ements - 
home and appliances). Madden dis¬ 
closed. Vets do not use up their 
vets’ rights by participating in this 
deal. Non-vets may purchtise a 
lot only.

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Mr. Carlson states that, after al- 
lowtng for direct services provid¬ 
ed by the Federation to GCS, "This 
leaves GCS’s net contribution to 
the Federation at the rate of ap¬ 
proximately $600 per annum.” 

The GCS board should, 1 think, 
try to find out why it is that it 
stands alone in its position on the 
Federation, with all other societies, 
large and small, opposed to it. 

The Federation is an association 
of consumer cooperatives in the 
Potomac area—^Maryland, Virginia 
and the District of Columbia. Its 
object is to promote co-op devel¬ 
opment. The Federation and its 
predecessor o r g a n i z a tions have 
played an important role in the de¬ 
velopment of every large consumer 
cooperative 'now operating in the 
Potomac area—including GCS, 
which owes its existence to the 
work of a committee of one of the 
predecessor groups. 

At critical points in GCS’s history 
the Federation has played a key 
role—for example, in helping to 
solve serious management prob¬ 
lems that led to the coming of the 
present manager, in defending GCS 
when it was attacked by the House 
Small Business Committee, in lead¬ 
ing the drive for GCS’s first major 
expansion into Takoma Park. It 
has played a similar role for other 
cooperatives, large and small, in 
the Potomac area. There is no 
question but that the Federation 
deserves much of the credit for the 
sturdy and varied cooperative de¬ 
velopment in the Potomac area— 
unmatched anywhere else in the 
United States. 

The article in the GCS Newslet¬ 
ter cites divergences between the 
GCS proposals and the present Fed¬ 
eration structure (which was adopt¬ 
ed, incidentally, with the support 
of GCS). The article does not in¬ 
dicate the numerous steps taken 
by the Federation to try to meet 
GCS demands. 

The special Federation commit¬ 
tee which was set up to try to 
reach an understanding with GCS 
agreed to compulsory management 
representation on the Federation 
board, even though other societies 
felt that they should be free to 
make their own decisions as to 
who should represent them. The 
committee agreed to the GCS for¬ 
mula for representation on the 
Federation board—based on units 
of 200 members and $1,500 in dues 
—even though the other societies 
preferred to see representation 
based only on members. In the 
light of the GCS board’s criticism 
of the Federation program, the 
Federation’s executive secretary 
has resigned—even though all 
members of the Federation board, 
including the GCS representatives, 
were impressed with the extent of

his accomplishments on a smell 
budget. 

Repeatedly the Federation board 
has compromised to meet GCS de¬ 
mands. The last Federation pro¬ 
posal accepted every important 
GCS request except that requiring 
a board of over 100 directors, with 
proxy voting and an individual 
representative of certain societies 
being ^able to cast up to 40 votes. 
The other societies would not ac¬ 
cept proxy voting—in fact, legally 
could not do so, since the Federa¬ 
tion is incorporated under the D.C. 
Cooperative. Law, which forbids 
proxy voting. By scaling down the 
number of directors under the GCS 
formula and giving three votes 
(out of about 15) to the small so¬ 
cieties, the committee avoided the 
necessity for proxy voting and 
gave the small societies a reason¬ 
able but certainly not “controlling" 
voice in the Federation. 

In the interest of GCS, of the 
Federation, and of the cooperative 
movement eis a whoje, we in the 
Federation sincerely hope that GCS 
will not withdraw.
